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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed June 25, 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for the purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the internation application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of 
such treaty in the English. 

3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mills. 
US 6,31 1 ,204 for the same reasons as set forth in 112 of the last Office Action (Paper 
No. 7). 

Response To Remarks 

Applicant's general comments (Amendment, pp. 4-7) of the present invention are 
noted. However, they are merely for clarification purpose and do not serve to limit the 
scope of the invention as claimed. 



Applicant contends that *204 patent "is silent as to storing an image file. The '204 
patent is silent as to an apparatus that decompresses and stores an image file in its 
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substantially original format and a subsequent conversion of the image file to at least a 
second format for storage and display, as required by claim 1 of the instant application." 
See Remarks page 7, last two paragraphs. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

As shown in figure 1 of *204 patent, decompression takes place at the MPEG-2 
decoder (52). The decompressed data (in its substantially original format) is input to 
processor (20) for further processing and conversion (see last Office Action for details). 
The last Office Action cited element 56 as "a memory" as claimed. However, further 
examination of '204 patent shows that DRAM 40 is more appropriately served as "a 
memory" as claimed. The DRAM in '204 patent is utilized to store the decoded MPEG 
data and "synthesized" i.e., converted data when said decoded MPEG data are being 
"mixed" with graphics data via a graphic processor 60. The process of mixing the 
decoded MPEG data with graphics is carried out essentially "on the fly" as appropriately 
characterized in applicant's remarks. As a consequent, the DRAM serves to store 
contemporaneously the decoded MPEG data and graphics data during "mixing" or 
conversion operations. For details of the DRAM operations, see col. 9, lines 17+, col. 
12, lines 27+, col. 13, lines 55+. For the reasons as explained above, the present 
invention as claimed reads on the '204 patent.
